JAPANESE VICTORIOUS. 


Continue Vigorous Campaign and Drive 
Russians From Liaoyang, Where They 
Were Strongly Entrenched, : Rus- 
sian Army in Retreat. 


The Russian army has been driven 
from its strong defenses and splendid 
position at Liaoyang, and the victor- 
ious Japanese have taken the walled 
city, with its immense stores. 

General Kuropatkin having his left 
flank turned by General Kuroki and 
his center and right beaten and driven 
back by General Oku, found himself 
compelled to evacuate Liaoyang and 
cross the Taitse river to the north 
with his whole army. 

Dispatches from Mukden state that 
railway service is interrupted, which 
leads to the supposition that the rail- 
road has been cut by Kuroki, and the 
roads are well nigh impassible. 

In this situation, it is believed by 
some that General Kuropatkin will be 
forced to fight and cannot escape to 
the northward while others think the 
Russian leader will be able to retreat 
fighting to Mukden or beyond. follow- 
ing tho tacties he has emloyed ao often 
before.

Reubllding. Work On New Mill, Ware- 
house And Office Underway—Piant 
Will Be Larger Than Before, 


Thei E. S. Adkins Company have 
contracted for a new planing, sash 
and door mill to replace the one late- 
ly butned. The dimensions of the 
mill, which will be larger thau the 
old one, are 62x106 feet, two stories 
high and the plans show a much bet- 
ter argangement and a much stronger 
structure than the one burned. * The 
contract cally for its completion and 
in running order by October Ist. 
The planers and other machinery for 
the first floor are now on their way 
from ' Philadelphia. The sash and 
door machinery now in Mill No. 2 
will be installed in the new mill. 

In addition to the building of this 
mill, E. S. Adkins Company will 
erect on the opposite side of the street 
a two story warehouse 46x100 feet, 
for the storage of sash aud doors and 
other building material, which will 
be connected from tho recond story of 
each by anover head bridge. A track- 
way will be constructed so that the 
manufactured material can be carried 
on trucks from the factory direct to 
the warehouse. In this warvhouse 
also will be the glazing room and 
painting department. 

The new business office for the com- 
pany will be erected on a piece of land 
leased from the B. C. & A. Railway 
Co., where the temporary office now 
stands. It will have a frontage of 20 
feet, extending back 26 feet. In the 
rear of this will be a private office 
12x12 feet. The style of architecture 
will be pleasing and both offices will 
be fitted up with handsome desks and 
cabinets. The entire building will 
be heated by steam, and is it expected 
to have it complete before cold 
weather.

SACRIFICE OF A DANE, 


Heroic Incident canaasied With 
Ballding the Hudson River Tunnel, 
The Hudson river tunnel was recent- 

ly opened with much ceremony and re- 

Joicing, and fitly so, for there Is proba- 

bly in the world no more signal tri- 

umph of mechanical skill over appar- 
ently wunconquerable obstacles, says 

Rebecca Harding Davis in Success. 

But the present generation has‘ quite 

forgotten a very different struggle and 

victory which once took place in this 
same tunnel. 

In the summer of 1880 a leak oc- 
curred in the main shaft. Twenty- 
eight workmen in an Instant found 
themselves facing certain, horrible 
death. The river was bursting in on 
them. They saw no escape. But the 
head of the gang, Peter Woodland, a 
Dane, who was in a smaller chamber, 
saw that if the glass bullseye in its 
door were broken the water would be 
turned into it, and most of the men 
would have time to escape. His own 
death would be certain and instant. 
He hesitated. He was a young and 
well educated man, and he had a wife 
and children. 

One of the survivors said afterward: 
“I saw his face as he looked at us 
through the glass. It was ghastly pale. 
He gave the order, ‘Break the bulls- 
eye!" We did it. -The majority of 4he 
men were saved. Woodland and four 
others were drowned.” 

We have been chanting for ages 
paeans to the great heroes in the 
world’s mighty battles! to men who, 
fired by the thunders of cannon and 
the roll of martial music and swept 
forward by an army of comrades, 
have.given their lives for some great 
cause which was dear to them. This 
poor Dane guve his life in the dark- 
ness alone for men poorer than him- 
s@f, of whom he knew nothing. Is he 
less a hero because he lies dead not fo 
Rome or at Thermopylae, but below 
the mud of the Hudson river? 

That kind of heroism is, let us thank 
God, common in America. Jim Blud- 
so is not the only pilot of a burning 
boat who would “hold her nozzle 
agin the bank till the last galoot'’s 
ashore.” In almost every day's paper 
we read ns a matter of course of fire- 
men giving their lives to rescue wom- 
en and children whom they never saw 
before or railway engineers who face 
certain death to save the passengers 
on thelr trains, whom they never see. 
The courage that counts death cheap 
when duty commands—even pald duty 
—is peculiarly American. 


The Family In Japan. 

There is still the attitude of master 
and subordinate in the very language 
in which a husband and wife of a well 
regulated Japanese family address cach 
other. In speaking to his wife the hus- 
band uses ber first name with more or 
less of a command in connettion with 
what he has to say, while in his wife's 
communications to him, “Sir,” or “my 
husband,” is required with the tone 
and manner she would use to her eld- 
ers. The good wife is always dressed 
before her husband in the morning. 
Then, immaculate in attire and smiling 
in countenance, she must, if there are 
not the necessary servants, perform the 
part of valet. First she brings a tray 
with pipe, tobacco and matches; then 
later, still smiling, a cup of tea and the 
morning paper to solace her lord till 
time for him to dress for breakfast. 
At his tollet she also assists, and when 
breakfast is over she speeds him, with 
more smiles, on his way to office or 
shop, her coodbys sald with low courte- 
sy and pleasant words.—Social Service. 


A New Sunshine Recorder. 

The new Dawson-Lauder sunshine 
recorder consists of a drum on which 
silver chloride paper is fastesed under 
a film of celluloid. An outer cover is 
rotated by clockwork in twenty-four 
hours, and a narrow slit is thus direct- 
ed to the sun. A hood protects the slit 
from diffused ‘light and allows an error 
of about half an hour in the clock be- 
fore sunlight is cut off from the slit. 
The drum with the sensitive paper 
travels along the axis of the cylinder, 
so that the record of a number of days 
is obtained, one below the other. The 
chloride of silver makes possible a 


standard of» intetisity of sunshine 


which can be reproduced. The same 
size of paper is employed at all sea- 
sons, and the instrument can be used 
in polar as well as temperate latitudes. 
—London Globe. 


Congress as It Talks. 

The first session of the Fifty-elghth 
congress lasted 139 days, the shortest 
first session for many years. It talked 
6,155 pages of the Congressional Rec- 
ord. . Its word output’ stands third. 
The Fifty-seventh congress was proud- 
ly first, with 8,414 pages; the Fifty- 
sixth congress second, with 7,765, At 
the first session of the Fifty-elghth 204 
public bills and 1,896 private ones were 
passed. In the number of bills intro- 
duced it “benais” all other “records.” 
Mote. than 16,000 bills were brought in. 
Nearly 8,000 reports were made. 

“Congress earns its money,” -conr 
cludes Everybody's Magazine, dealing 
with these facts, ‘It talks enough, 


and this is a great and neceasary part 
af ita functions Tot of the steam!” 


A Great Capital City, 
Indianapolis, like Jerusalem, “a city 
at unity with itself,” where the tribes | 
assemble, and where the seat of judg- 
ment is established, is in every sense 
the capital of all the Hoosiers. With 
the exception of Boston and Provi- 
dence it is the largest state capital in 
the country, and no other American 
city without water communication is 
as large. It is distinguished primarily 
by .the essentially American character 
of its people. The total foreign born 
population of Indianapolis at the last 
census was only 17,000, whereas Hart- 
ford, which is only half the size of 
the city of Indianapolis, returned 23,- 
000; Rochester, with 7,000 fewer peo- 
ple, returned 40,000, and Worcester, 
iu a total of 118,000, reported 37,000 as 
forelgn born. A considerable body of 
Germans and German-Americans have 
contributed much to the making of the 


| city, but the town has been passed 


over by the Swedes, Poles and Bohe- 
mians that are to be reckoned within 
many American cities. There are, 
however, 5,000 negro voters In the city. 
Indianapolis -is marked again by the 
stability of its population. A large per- 
centage of the householders own their 
homes, and a substahtial body of labor 
is thus assured to the community.— 
Meredith Nicholson in Atlantic.

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Sermon! 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept..4.—In this 
sermon, which is specially appropriate 
to the Sunday before Labor day, the 
preacher expresses his sympathy with 
the hard lot of the workingiaan and 
points out some of the conditions which 
increase his difficulties. The text is 
Exodus i, 12, “The more they afflicted 
them the more they multiplied and 
grew.” 

“Some virtues,” wrote Joseph Addi- 
son, “are seen only in affilction.” But 
from the Egyptian standpoint it would 
take a very long and a very useless 
investigation to find any virtue in the 
national catastrophe which, as the text 
would indicate, was about to over- 
whelm the Egyptian kingdom. The 
mightlest foreign foe ever assembled 
upon the borderland drained by the 
arteries of the gigantic Nile was not 
to be feared as much as was the host 
of enslaved Hebrews who were living 
among them. It was only a few hun- 
dred years before that a little handful 
of Hebrews, with their flocks and 
herds, had migrated to and settled in 
the land of Goshen during the pre- 
miership of Joseph, the famous stutes- 
man. But since that time the de 
scendants of old Jacob had multiplied 
so greatly that now they could be 
counted Hterally by the hundreds of 
thousands. Not only In numbers were 
they to be feared, but in mental power 
also. With the proverbial acquisitive- 
ness of the Hebrew, these people were 
absorbing much of the wealth of the 
kingdom. Moreover, the “signs of the 
times” declared they would soon be- 
come rulers of the nation. By a silent 
revolution they threatened to take 
possession of the Egyptian govern- 
ment, as long afterward the descend- 
ants of the old Aztecs, whose fathers 
had been conquered by Cortes, bided 
their time and finally worked out their 
own governmental salvation by elect- 
Ing practically a full blooded Indian to 
the throne of the Montezumas—Por- 
firio Diaz, president of-the Mexican 
republic. 

“What shall we do? What shall we 
do?’ was the one question that was 
upon ~ almost every Egyptian lip. 
“Shall we allow the Hebrew people to 
become the dominant factors upon the 
banks of the Nile and to sit upon the 
throne of the pharaohs?” This ques- 
tion was not. only asked .Jn the street, 
but It was anxiously discussel In the 
king’s palace. Tonight we see the 
lights blazing in the privy council 
room, As we enter the council cham- 
ber we see the king sitting at the end 
of the long room, surrounded by his 
best and strongest ministers. After 
the question has been talked over long 
and earnestly I see the king rise. Ile 
looks straight at his councilors of state 
as he says: “Gentlemen, we are facing 
a condition, not a theory. We dare 
not and cannot deport the Hebrews 
from our realm. They are now essen- 
tial to our antional welfare and pros- 
perity as laborers, clerks and servants. 
But we can debar them from bolding 
property. We can forbid them study- 
ing in our schools. We can enslave 
them and make them the chattels of 
our people. We can degrade them by 
ignorance and.overwork. Thus saith 
the king. 1 here,and now decree the 
Hebrew men and women and children 
from henceforth to be In perpetual 
bondage. They shall be compelled to 
make bricks without straw. My min- 
isters will see that my decree iy car- 
ried out. When the king speaks the 
king’s will becomes the law. Gentle 
men of the privy chamber, the council 
is dismissed.” 

Disftanchisement of Hebrews. 
This royal behest was carried out to 
the letter. The Hebrew people living 
in Egypt were disfranchised. Not only 
were they deprived of the rights of 
citizenship, buf they were degraded to 
the most abject and bumillating servi- 
tude. Their property was taken away 
from them, and they could not even 
claim their wives and children as their 
own. Yet, strunge to say. and yet 
not strange after all, the more the 
Hebrews were cursed and struck and 
ill used and. murdered by the Egyp- 
tians the more tbeir numbers grew,- 
and the more of a menace they became 
to the Egyptiam government. The la- 
bor question, on account of the bru- 
talities practiced under the shadow of 
Pharaoh's throne in 1573 B. C., be 
came as imminent and dangerous as is 
the labor question in the United States 
of America In 1904, A. D., under the 
shadow of the statue of the Goddess 
of Liberty which stands in New York 
harbor, and with uplifted arm declires 
that all men in this lind are free und 
equal. 

This is tLe first Sunday in Beptem- 
ber. Tomorrow is Labor day. Mauny 
preachers tbis Sabbath morning will be 
talking to the mẹechan!es, the clerks 
and the furm hands, to the masons, the 
carpenters and plumbers, nnd to all 
tbose who work with thelr hands. It 
is not inappropriate that this morning 
I should present sowe of the conditions 
that nre aticting American labor, If 
in this talk 1 should speak frankly con’ 
cerning capital, 1I shall speak witb 
equal candor concerning labor, for 1 
firmly belleve, as a dear friend of mine 
sald to me n few days ogo. that “the 
greatest curse labor has to bear today 
does not come from capital, but from 
labor Itself." One sided OF binned 
treatment of the labor quesfion will 
never help to solve the labor problem. 

“The more the Egyptian master nf- 
fiicted the Hebrew slaves,” says our 
text, “the more they multiplied and 
grew, and the Egyptians grieved be- 
cause of the children of Israel.” La- 
bors afflictions! We first fnd them 
in the American luborer being com- 
pelled to compete for work in a home 
market thut iy- glutted with foreign 
immigrants, We find them in abe great 
army of invaders which each year di-

find them in the {tapoverished Italians 
Portuguese 


and the Bohemians and the I 
and ‘in the human 
who each

manufacturers ‘and founcrymen and 
contractors and say: “Let me handle 
your pick.” Let me lay your asphalt 
pavement.” “Let me dig your mines.” 
“Let me chop your wood.” “Let me 
work In your foundries." ‘We are for- 
eigners. We do not intend to become 
citizens of the United States. As soon 
as we can save up a little money we 
intend to return to our native land and 
live there. But meantime we will work- 
cheaper than any American man can 
work, Why? Because our living ex- 
penses are practically nothing. We will 
live in dugouts We will eat food that 
no American family would eat. We will 
buy no books and will wear the cheap- 
est clothing. As a result of these con- 
ditions of living we can crowd your 
American workman to the wall.” 

Protect American Laborers. 

The American laborer, from this for- 
eign competition, must have help, and 
help right soon, to save him from this 
condition of. affairs. Our national leg- 

lature must give it. Shall we lift 
gh our tariff walls to protect capital 
and not at the same time lift high our 
walls of immigration laws to protect 

our native workers? Is not the Amer- 
ican laborer’s sturdy arm as valuable 
in the sight of our government as the 
capitalist’s pocketbook? “What do you, 
mean by such a statement as t...t?" 
some one asks. “Would you start un- 
other Know Nothing party? Would 
your ballot box slogan be ‘American 
work only for the Ameri¢..n born— 
American political offices only to Le 
held by those cradled uncer tlo» shad- 
ows of Mount Washington and Pike's 
peak?” Oh, no, I nm uot preaching 
any such political nousense. I də not 
believe there ever was a political party 
wrapped in the swaddling clotl.es of 
so many errors as that boru In 1853. 
and which, with ex-President Millard 
Fillmore as its presidential candi tate, 
swept many of our northern states In 
1856 with the political ery, “America 
only for the American born.” Ameri- 
can liberties and American prowes: 
both on land and. sea, militarily an l in- 
dustrially, have been won and built 
up by America's adopted sons us well 
as by her native born chilcren. Were 
there not foreigners among George 
Washington's mightiest companions In 
arms? Baron Johann De Kalb, who was 
shot at Camden in 1780, and Kosciusko 
and Lafayette and many others—they 
were all foreign born. Who was the 
most valued statesman during Wash- 
ington’s administration next to the 
president himself? Alexander Hamil- 
ton, who was foreign born. Who was 
Jobn Ericsson, the Inventor of the 
Monitor, that revolutionized naval war- 
fare and saved the American navy off 
Newport News? He was a Swedish- 
American; he wus foreign born. Seme 
of our greatest merchants, like A. T. 
Stewart of New York; our greatest 
foundrymen, like Andrew Carnegie of 
Pittsburg; our greatest sclentists, like 
Agassiz of Harvard; our social reform- 
ers, like Jacob A. Riis of New York, 
and the most eminent political leaders 
of our day, like Carl Schurz, once sen- 
ator from Missouri and member of 
President Hayes’ cabinet—they were 
all foreign born.-1f you blot out from 
our nation’s histdry all the deeds which 
America’s foster sons and daughters 
have accomplishéd for the land of thelr 
adoption you blot out some of Its 
brightest pnges. 

Where to Draw the Line. 

But while we, as American citizens, 
would welvome gladly into our midst 
the German or Englishman or Scotch- 
man or Swede and the men of any 
foreign outionality who with intelll- 
gence would come among us and say, 
“Brother, give me thy band, for today 
I would be one with you and become 
an American citizen,” yet today we 
would not welcome the Ignorant, the 
idle, the filthy, the pauper, the lazza- 
yoni or the criminal offscourings of 
Europe or Asia, who would come to 
this land, not to become American citi- 
zens, but to stay here just long 
enough to scrape together n few thou- 
sand dollars and then go back to the 
land of thelr birth, We would not 
welcome the ignorant and depraved of 
foreign lands, who would underbid our 
American workmen and compel our 
American boys and girls to live in 
dugouts or as rats in n cellar as they 
live. These classes have neltber part 
nor parcel {n the glorious Inheritance 
of freedom and eQuality for which our 
forefathers fought and bled. While we 
would gladly opep our gates to the 
oppressed of other lands, we would 
shut them against a horde that can 
have no appreciation for the precious 
privilege of American citizenship and 
no sympathy with our national alms 
and ambitions, and whose coming is as 
much of a menace to our people as the 
cloud of locusts is to a harvest field. 
Nations, like individuals, should be 
wise as well as generous In their hos- 
pitality. We must protect ourselves 
against the industrin! locusts of the 
old world by wise and discriminating 
laws which shall do injustice to none, 
and which, while vindicating our an- 
clent hospitality as a worldwide asy- 
lum for the lovers of liberty and in- 
dependence, shall shut out the swarms 
of mere mercenaries and the ‘Inde- 
reribable elements” which other lands 
seek to thrust upou us, from whatever 
quarter they may come, 

Labor's next great affliction Is to be 
found jn the absurd and tyrannical de- 
manda made by some labor unions 
which seem to have the sulcidal policy 
of antagonizing capital at all times and 
under all pretexts aad of wictning the 
breach between capital and labor, with 
the result that labor itself is the heav- 
fest sufferer through their insane fol- 
lies. The moat brutal tyrant the south- 
ern negro knew in antebellum days 
was not the white man, but the negro 
himself who was made the overseer 
of the plantation, In the same way in 
many tases the most brutal tyrant the 
laboring man has today Is not the capl- 
talist, but the “walking delegate” or 
the mercenury political trickster who, 
as à laboring man, manipulates the ex- 
ecutive committees which govern the 
labor unions for their own ruin, Of 
course this indictment is not universal 
in its application. There’ are many 
honest and \prigbt and. beneficent 
labor organizations like ‘tint. of which 
the late: Mr. Arthur was: president— 
namely, the Brothétheeod, of .Locomo- 
tive Exigineers. Mr. Arthur brought

an incubus ou labor. Like the Old Man 
of the Sea, who sat on the neek of Sind- 
bad, they sit heavily upon the work- 
ingman’s shoulders, impeding his prog- 
ress ond involving him. in endless dis- 
putes and trouble. The sooner he;rids 
himself of such {ncumbrance the better. 
Like Marie Antoinette. 

Now, my laboring friends, mark you 
this. I am not claiming that capital ls 
all right’ and labor is all wrong. I 
think some of the most merciless men 
iu the world are to be fant in the 
ranks of eap tulists, soe of ueu will 
squeeze ont of a Woe.ee Dis 1. st drop | 
of blood. Soe of t.cur have no more 
sympathy wi the banger and pover- 
ty of the wor.er Von Mare An- 
toinette ind with the sufferin : 1 of poor 
Paris when she beard the cry of the | 
mobs: “Give us Lread! We must have 
bread!” “Why. sald) the shallow 
brained French queen to one o’ her 
attendan+:, “do they ask for bread? 
If they have no bread, why don't tuey 
eat cuke?" But. while capit..1 in s3.x:e 
Instances may Le merciless, it is ute | 
certain that if the labor unlons will | 
stop their petty bickerings anl their 
unjustifiable tyrannies; nd unitedly de- 
mand whiag is right capit.. d wiil be com- 
pelled to yleld to all of labor's just de- 
mands. So long as labor persists in 
making nbsurd Claims just so long 
will Inbor not only Le refused such de- 
mands, but Izbor will lose much of 
what she justly and rightfully ought 
to have. When a libor union comes 
and says, “Capitalist, you must hire 
the men I seud to you und uo others,” 
then the vapit:.list, stung by such tyr- 
anny, replies; “Lather tha» lave you 
dictate to me what I shall do I will 
fight your organization tv the last dol- 
lar. My forefathers (led on Bunker 
Hill and at Valley Forge for liberty. 
Free I was born, free I shell live, und 
free I shall dic.” It is flint against 
steel ond lg the inevitable result of 
such a course of action, This is the 
spirit with which capitrl is tolsy tight- 
ing labor wl en Izbor makea nusurdl and 
unjust demands. 

But I would speak ulso In reference 
to another great affliction frou which 
lubor- today 4s-suffering: > E-nilude not 
to the competition of American labor 
with the foreign bordes, but to that 
unnatural ahd ever iucreasiug com- 
petition between our American boys 
and their American sisters In the la- 
bor market: Brothers strugg'e for 
bread io competition with sisters; fa- 
thers compete with their own diugh- 
ters. Now, I know the few words that 
I am golug to speak will not be popu- 
lar with some, but what I have to say 
I hope maybe heard pat'ently and 
with profit. 

Tue world, by every law of justice, 
owes every winn, woman nnd child a 
living, if they nre ready tə work for 
it. But God never Intended some peo- 
ple to work for a Hving In certain 
ways any more than he intended n colt 
six months old to do the work of a 
well developed draft horse. He never 
intended young boys and girls to lenve 
school before their time, or wives and 
daughters to labor as farm hands In 
the fields, when there ore sturdy fa- 
thers and brothera physically able to 
bear the brunt of the work under the 
noontide sun. Yet everywhere we see 
strong men, ablebodled men wh» want 
to work and yet who are unable to 
find employment becnuse the work that 
they should do is being done by women 
who ought to be at home caring for 
the household. This condition is a men- 
ace not only to the American labor 
market, but to the American home and 
family. Both must suffer by the sub- 
stitution of women and girls for men 
and boys in the factories and stores of 
our land. The natural place for wo- 
man is the home. It is there that the 
qualities with Which God has endowed 
her find thelr proper exercise. To 
be the wife and mother, to make the 
house a home by her sweet and refin- 
ing influence, to train the children to 
be good and wise men and virtuous 
women by a mother’s love nnd care— 


these are the rervices she alone can 
render, and if she deserts that duty 


will go undone, and this country wi 
lose ite moral tone. There is no com- 
pensation known to man for the lack 
of a mother’s beneficent Influence on 
her children, 

The Working Woman, 

I yleld to no man in my admiration 
for the girl who, being left fatherless 
and having no brothers capable of 
earning a livelihood for the bereaved 
family, goes forth to toll for the sup- 
port of her widowed mother and her 
fatherless brothers and sisters, Many 
a noble girl is Jaling that and deser es 
to be honored fug-ber conduct, Many 
a girl unsought hf marriage, seeing her 
father gradually fosiug by age his 
capacity for work, takes up the bur- 
den of helping to provide for the 
family which he is longer able to 
bear alone. All ho to her for the 
assistance she $ rendering, and for 
the sympathy and. reverence for. her 
parents which sbe displays in reliev- 
ing them of care and anxiety. Many a 
widow, clinging to ber children and 
shrinking from the pain of having 
them scattered In the charitable homes 
of relatives or friends, finds employ- 
ment by which sbe can support and 
educate the and At them for their 
duty in IY. God bless and help all 
such and give them the strength they 
need for their arduous lot! ‘hey should 
have our hearty sympathy and our 
cordial help 4n {Heir self sacrificing 
labor., , 

But the pectacle of what such wom. 
en are doing bas stirred the ambition 
of another class of women. These are 
they who voluntarily and by choice 
elect to do a man's work in the world. 
In order that they miy escape the 
drudgery of domestic service .or.the 
weariness, of ac teaching or in or 
der to obtain for extravagant 
@ress. and orna jor for,

S~ cannot provide, x 
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they thrust themselves into titsinéss 
pursuits, displacing. some man who 
was earning n higher salary, and they 
help to depress the market rate of 
wages. e . 

I protest against a system which 
makes it impossible for a strong, able 
bodied man to find work, forcing him 
to stay at home and live upon his 
young daughters’ earnings when they 


themselves should be at school or help- |` 


ing their mothers at home. ‘Tere are 
only two ways to rectify this evil, Em- 
ployers should hire their employees 
in two ways. First, when an applicant 
comes for a place give the preference 
to men who are husbands ond fathers 
and the heads of familtes; second, ab- 
solutely refuse to employ any young 
girl in a store or factory unless that 
young girl is fatherless, brotherless 
and has others dependent upon her for 
support. It is high time that some of 
our female clerks who are working in 
stores for a little extra spending money 
should go back to their homes emd 
domestically help to care for their 
mothers and fathers and younger sis- 
ter and brothers, where they belong. 
Labor Problems of Today. 

The afilictions of the industrial work- 
ers of America are very great. Indeed, 
I sometimes think they are about as 
badly off in America today os were the 
Isrnelities in the Egyptian capital over 
three thousand years ago, In n blunt 
way I have tried to present three or 
four of tze difficult labor problems 
which confront the laboring classes of 
America nt the present time. Do not, 
however, even for a moment suppose 
that I consider these prob!e:s and oth- 
ers like them Impossible of solution. 
The sume God who led the children of 
Isracl out of their enslavement will yet 
lead his American children to freelom 
from thelr industrial troubles, In 1893, 
from the top of the great pyramid of 
Gizeh, I had two visions. In the first 
vision I looked toward the ruins of the 
capital of Memphis, in the midst of 
which I saw Pharaoh’s palace, where 
lived the cruel tyrant. Isawthe mighty 
river Nile changed literally into a river 
of blood. I heard the cries of anguish 
as the poor Hebrew slaves groaned 
and moaned in torture. But then 1 
turned ond looked to the fur north. 
In my second vision I saw another 
sight, for there I saw the promised 
land of Cannan. I saw Moses and 
Joshua. I saw Jerusalem gleaming In 
the glowing sun. I saw the rich grapes 
of Eschol. I saw David and Solomon 
in all their glory. As Moses led the 
children of Israe! out of Egypt and 
through the Red sea, I see some other 
man, heaven sent, as was Moses, ralsed 
up to lead tre American laborers and 
American capitalists out of theis self- 
ishnesses nn meannésses. 1 see Amer- 
ica in my second vision as the land of 
true freedom. 1 see all men, both la 
borers and capitalists, living to ether 
in harmony and love —all liying as 
Christ would have thenr ve. Mey “al 
of us, whether we work in broadcloth 
or in overalls, try to speed that millen- 
nial day by dolng to our brothers as 
we would have our brothers co to us. 
Then all Inbor troubles will not be 
solved by the “black vule of selfish- 
ness,” but by the “Golcen Rule of 
Christian love.”

that amount of space covered by the 
islands’ display atthe World's Fair. 
Here is an exposition within an ex- 
position, a little wheel that revolves 
independently of the larger oue encom- 
passing it. 

Scores of buildings are filled with ex- 
hibits, native life is depicted by as 
many different villages as there are 
tribes on the islands, militarf drills are 
given by Philippine troops, and con- 
certs are rendered by native bands. 
For its amusement features the Philip- 
pine exposition has the humorous Igor-

rote, who dines on dog meat, and 
visitors are entertained by Visayan 
actors and actresses. Nothing is lack- 
ing to make the show complete. 

The Administration building is a rep- 
lica of the government offices In Ma- 
nila, while the Art and’ Education 
building reproduces. in miniature the 
cathedral within the walled city, even 
the mellowed tints of age being faith- 
fully rendered. A section of the an- 
clent but still serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
ble purpose of a gateway to the show 
and a museum of arms nnd war relics. 
The other main edifices are types of 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas. 

Then there are the tribal villages 
nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perched high up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
B)ustrating the manners, customs and 
pursults of thelr occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending Irrigated flelds of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving in a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of a primitive but most in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
Ught mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
are but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 

The ethnological problem is a some- 
what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking Its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may be 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
Pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 

The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 
dark skins and woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in thelr 
own stockaded village. 

Next to them are the Igorrotes, 
whose origin is traced back to the first 
wave of Malay Invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
almost to nudity, but copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be small. Among 
these pagan Malhys are the bead hunt- 
ers and the dog enters. They ore sav- 
ages, yet have their code of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive Indus- 
tries. 

The Christian Malays, produced by 
the second wave of Invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Visayans, a tall and 
handsome race, dressing well, living In 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing, basket making, hat making, wood 
carving and other handicrafts, musi- 
clans of no mean merit, the one group 
of natives who came earlyj and thor- 
oughly under the influence of the early 
Spanish settlers, 

Very different are the Moros, who 
swept into the islands from the Malay 
Peninsula last of all, bringing with 
them their Mohammedan religion, also 
a knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
with the Koran from the Arabs—fana- 
tics like their teachers, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel- 


lows, ever at war among themselves 
and with the whole outside world. De 
spite their ferocity they are a clever 
race, dress handsomely, have their sul- 
tans and tholt slaves and are expert 
seamen, while long continued pillage 
on the high seas has surrounded them 
with many of the luxOries and conven- 
fences of western civilization, AA 

The bulldings af Agriculture, Forest- 
ry aud Fisheries show all the varied 
natural products, also the extremely 
Primitive processes ‘as yet in vogue, 
while in the Women's building we are 
introduced to'a number of native man- 
ufactures, including the beaytiful fab- 


+ 
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sees what he can profitably take from 
the islands, and also what he may 
profitably send to them. When it is 
added that a large number of represent- 
ative Filipinos have been brought over 
to visit the Exposition and study Amer- 
can business methods and manufac- 
tures, it will be recognized that great 
benefit both to the Islands and to the 
world at large must result from this 
Wwork-of mutual enlightenment. 


CONCERTS BY MASSED BANDS 


Prizes Aggregating $30,000 to Be Dis- 
tributed at the World's Fair. 

Never were musical events in Ameril- 
ca planned upon such an elaborate scale 
as those of the World's Fair. A series 
of concerts will be given by competing 
bands In contest for prizes offered by 
the World's Fair. These contests will 
take place in Festival Hall, Sept. 12 
to 17. 

Nine cash prizes, aggregating $40,000, 
are offered for the successful bands. 
The prizes are divided so as to give to 
the organization scoring the highest 
number of points $3,250; $2,500 will be 
given to the bund scoring the second 
highest number of points and $1,500 to 
the one getting the third highest num- 
ber. 

The above division Is made for bunds 
in Class A, which consist of twenty 
members. In the B class $10,000 will 
be given in prizes—tirst, $4,500; second, 
$3,500; third, $2,000. 

Class C, which includes bunds of thir- 

ty-five members, will enjoy the division 
of $12,750. For the organization- scor- 
ing the highest number of points a 
prize of $6,000 bas been named. The 
second prize is $7,000 and the third $2,- 
700. 
. Bands employed by the Exposition 
are not permitted to contest. All play- 
ers must be bona fide members, and 
each musician must have been enrolled 
at least three months prior to the date 
of the contest. Each band must send 
to the bureau the name of its members 
and a nominal ertrance fee. 

Festival Hall concerts by massed 
bands will be given at 7:30 each day 
during the contest, In which all contest- 
ing bands will take part under the di- 
rection of a distinguished conductor. 
All bands entering must agree to play 
one concert In addition to the compet- 
ing concert and massed concerts. 

A separate programme has been pre 
pared by the Bureau of Music for each 
class, and each band will play through 
the full programme of Its class. The 
numbers ip all three programmes are 
by eminent composers and are chosen 
with the view of bringing out the qual- 
itles of the bands performing them. The 
list of composers includes Wagner, Gou- 
nod, Offenbach, Verdi, Saint-Saens, BI- 
zet, Strauss and Leoncavallo, 


WEATHER AT WORLD'S FAIR. 


Cool Nights and Delightful Indian 
Summer to Be Expected at 8t. Louis. 


Usually the warmest month of the 
year, July proved to be one of the most 
pleasant of the World's Falr season, 
the average temperature being 67 de- 
grees, a record lower than that made 
by elther Boston, New York, Philadel- 
pila, Cincinnati or Chicago. The 
weather bureau records show that the 
temperatures In St. Louis during July 
were just between the extremes re 
corded at New Orleans and St. Paul, 
citlea located at great variance. 

August in St. Louis is a month of 
cool nights, and September and Octo- 
ber are the most delightful months of 
It is that period known as 
Indian summer, when the follage and 
birds linger to challenge the coming 
winter. Nowhere on the American con- 
tinent is there a spot more delightful 
than the World's Fair city, n garden 
of blooming flowers and spraying foun- 
talns, 

St. Louis, like all cities, experienced 
several hot days during July, but her 
highest temperature recorded was 93 
degrees against 94 degrees registered 
by the thermometer at Chicago. On 
the same day the mercury rose to 96 
degrees In Philadelphia, and scores of 
heat prostrations were reported from 
New York and Boston.

Company |, Of The First Maryland Volun: 
teers, Have Exciting Time And Lots Of 
Hard Work—With Honors, At 
Manassas. 


Compauy I. of the First Maryland 
Volunteers, who have becn participa- 
ting in the war maneuvers at Manas- 
sas, Va., has returned home. Capt. 
L. P. Coulbourn gave out the follow- 
ing interview in regard to the trip 
and the work of the company from 
Salisbury ; 

‘Company I. of Salisbury, joined 
the First Regiment of the Maryland 
National Guard at Union Station, 
Baltimore, on the afternoon of Septem- 
ber 8rd. The regiment with horses, 
baggage, commissary supplies, etec., 
was loaded upon n special train which 
left the station at 3.30 o'clock for 
Maneuver Camp No. 2, near Thorough- 
fare. Va. 

“The regiment reached its destina- 
tion about dusk and bivonacked far 
the night. The following day camp 
was made and thoroughly poled. The 
site was a level piece of ground near 
the railroad about the center of the 
vast territory covered by the 15,000 
troops of Camp Number 2. About 14 
miles to the East, North Eust, was 
Cawp Number 1, the camp of the 
‘*Bluea,’’ near Manassas. — In the rear 
of tho ‘‘Brown's’’ camp was the fam- 
ous ''Thorongh Fare Gap'' through 
which the Confederates unfortunately 
were led to the support of General 
Beauyegard at the first battle of Bull 
Run. 

“The first problem to be solved by 
the ‘‘Browns’’ was one of defence. 
Our regiment was attached to the third 
brigade of the ‘*Browns’’ under com- 
mand of General Fred Grant. We 
took the field at 2.80 a.m., Septem- 
ber 6, and throughout that day sup- 
ported General Bell's center. Through 
some unfortunate circumstance Com- 
pany I took the field without break- 
fast; Imt itcan be truthfully said that 
the men of the company displayed 
their customary cheerfulness in the 
face of hardships secund only to those 
of real war. 

“The night of September 6 the reg- 
iment bivounacked under shelter tents, 
but was ordered ont shortly atfer mid- 
night. Company I, attached to the

PHILIPPINES AT. 


WORLD'S FAIR 


Complete Exhibition of Island People and 


Industries Covers Forty-seven Acres 
and Is Independent of Larger Show. 


Not even in the heart of Manila city 
could there be found forty-seven. acres 
of Philippine territory as interesting as 
that amount of space covered by the 
islands’ display at: the World's Fair. 
Here is an exposition within an ex- 
position, a little wheel that revolves 
independently of the larger one encom- 
passing it. 

Scores of buildings are filled with ex- 
hibits, native life is depicted by as 
many different villages as there are 
tribes on the islands, militarf drills are 
given by Philippine troops, and con- 
certs are rendered by native bands. 
For its amusement features the Philip- 


pine exposition has the humorous Igor-

rote, who dines on dog meat, and 

visitors are entertained by Visayan 

actors and actresses. Nothing is lack- 

ing to make the show complete. 

The Administration building is a rep- 
lica of the government offices In Ma- 
nila, while the Art and Education 
building reproduces in miniafure the 
cathedral within the walled city, even 
the mellowed tints of age being faith- 
fully rendered. A section of the an- 
client but still serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
ble purpose of a gateway to the show 
and a museum of arms and war relics. 
The other main edifices are types of 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas, 

Then there are the tribal villages 
nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perched bigh up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
B)ustrating the manners, customs and 
pursults of their occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending irrigated fieis of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving in a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the ald of a primitive but most in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
are but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 

The ethnological problem is a some 
what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the,village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may be 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
Pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 

The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 
dark skins and woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in thelr 
own stockaded village. 

Next to them ure the Igorrotes, 
whose origin is traced back to the first 
wave of Malay invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
almost to nudity, but copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be small. Among 
these pagan Malays are the bead bunt- 
ers and the dog caters. They are sav- 
ages, yet have their code of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive indos- 
tries. 

The Christian Malays, produced by 
the second wave of Invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Visayans, a tall and 
handsome race, dressing well, ving in 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing, basket making, hat making, wood 
carving aml other ‘handicrafts, musi- 
clans of no mean merit, the one group 
of natives who came early and thor- 
oughly under the influence of the early 
Spanish settlers, 

Very different are the Moros, who 
swept into the islands from the.Malay 
peninsula last of all, bringing with 
them their Mohammedan religion, also 
a knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
with the Koran from the Arabs—fana- 
tics like their teachers, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel- 


lows, ever at°war among themselves 
and with the whole outside world. De 
spite their ferocity they are a clever 
race, drees handsomely, bave their sul- 
tans and tholr slaves and are expert 
seamen, while long continued pillage 
on the high seas bas surrounded them 
with many of the luxdries and conven- 
fences of western civilization, Le 

The buildings-af Agriculture, Forest- 
ry and Fisheries show all the varied 
natural products, also the extremely 
primitive processes:‘as yet. in vogue, 
while in the Women's building we are 
introduced to a number of native man- 


ufactures, including the beaytifd! fab- 
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ens troma Mac, nanana and pihe- 
apple fibers.’ This information is collat- 
ed in the Building of Commerce, where 
a unique and most effective method of 


exhibiting is fdlloWed. tn one hall are |. 


samples of all the articles produced for 
export, among which manila fiber, of 
course, holds the chief, place of prom- 
inence, while in a second hall are all 
the manefactures from every country 
that are imported and find a ready 
market among the populace. Thus the 
business man gets n dual lesson. He 
sees what he can profitably take from 
the islands, and also what he may 
profitably send to them. When it is 
added that a large number of represent- 
ative Filipinos have been brought over 
to visit the Exposition and study Amer- 
can business methods and manufac- 
tures, it will be recognized that great 
benefit both to the islands and to the 
world at large must result from this 
work-of mutual enlightenment. 


CONCERTS BY MASSED BANDS 


Prizee Aggregating $30,000 to Be Dis- 
tributed at the World's Fair. 


Never were musical events in Ameri- 
ca planned upon’ such an elaborate scale 
as those of the World’s Fair. A series 
of concerts will be given by competing 
bands in contest for prizes offered by 
the World's Fair. These contests will 
take place in Festival Hall, Sept. 12 
to 17. 

Nine cash prizes, aggregating $40,000, 
are offered for the successful bands. 
The prizes are divided so as to give to 
the organization scoring the highest 
number of points $3,250; $2,500 will be 
given to the band scoring the second 
highest number of points and $1,500 to 


_| the one getting the third highest num- 


ber. 

“The above division is made for bunds 
in Class A, which consist of twenty 
members. In the B class $10,000 will 
be given in prizes—tirst, $4,500; second, 
$3,500; third, $2,000. 

Class C, which includes bands of thir- 
ty-five members, will enjoy the division 
of $12,750. For the organization scor- 
ing the highest uumber of points a 
prize of $6,000 bas been named. The 
second prize is $4,000 and the third $2,- 
700. 


_ Bands employed by the Exposition 


are not permitted to contest. All play- 
ers must be bona fide members, and 
each musician must have been enrolled 
at least three months prior to the date 
of the contest. Each band must send 
to the bureau the name of its members 
and a nominal ectrance fee. 

Festival Hall concerts by massed 
bands will be given at 7:30 each day 
during the contest, in which all contest- 
ing bands will take part under the di- 
rection of a distinguished conductor. 
All bands entering must agree to play 
one concert in nddition to the compet- 
ing concert and massed concerts. * 

A separate programme has been pre 
pared by the Bureau’ of Music for each 
class, and each band will play through 
the full programme of its class. The 
numbers ip all three programmes are 
by eminent composers and are chosen 
with the view of bringing out the qual- 
ities of the bands performing them. The 
list of composers includes Wagner, Gou. 
nod, Offenbach, Verdi, Saint-Saens, Bi- 
zet, Strauss and Leoncavallo. 


WEATHER AT WORLD’S FAIR. 


Cool Nights and Delightful Indian 
Summer to Be Expected at St. Louis. 


Usually the warmest month of the 
year, July proved to be one of the most 
pleasant of the World's Fair season, 
the average temperature being 07 de- 
grees, a record lower than that made 
by either Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phla, Cincinnati or Chicago. The 
weather bureau records show that the 
temperatures In St. Louls during July 
were just between the extremes re 
corded at New Orleans and St. Paul, 
cities located at great variance. 

August in St. Louls is a month of 
cool nights, and September and Octo- 
ber are the most delightful months of 
the year. It is that period known as 
Indian summer, when the follage and 
birds linger to challenge the coming 
winter. Nowhere on the American con- 
tinent is there a spot more delightful 
than the World's Fair city, a garden 
of blooming flowers and spraying foun- 
tains, 

8t. Louls, like all cities, experienced 
several hot days during July, but ber 
highest temperature recorded was 083 
degrees against 94 degrees registered 
by the thermometer at Chicago. On 
the same day the mercury rose to 06 
degrees in Philadelphia, and scores of 
heat prostrations were reported from 
New York and Boston. 

The relative humidity shows St. 
Louls to be about normal. Assuming 
absolutely no moisture in the atmos- 
phere to be zero and absolute wetness to 
be 100, the reldtive humidities for July, 
taken from the records of more than 
twenty years, Boston shows 70.6, New 
York 72.2, Philadelphia 68.6, Cincin- 
nati 64.6, Chicago 66.9 and St. Louis 
66.3. The same degree of heat in two 
places, with different degreea of hu- 
midity, woukl cause It to seem the 
hotter at the point of greater density. 

8t. Louls may therefore rightly claim 
to be a summer resort this summer, 
positively one of the most comfortable 
and delightful places on the map.

IN TIMES OF WAR 


Company 1, Of The First Maryland Volun- 
_ teers, Have Exciting Time And Lots Of 
Hard Work—With Honors, At 
Manassas. 


Compauy I. of the First Maryland 
Volunteers, who have becn participa- 
ting in the war maneuvers at Manas- 
sas, Va., has returned home. Capt. 
L. P. Coulbourn gave out the follow- 
ing interview in regard to the trip 
and the work of the company from 
Salisbury; 

‘“*Company I. of Salisbury, joined 
the First Regiment of. the Maryland 
National Guard at Union Station, 
Baltimore, on the afternoon of Septem- 
ber 3rd. The regiment with horses, 
bazgage, commissary supplies, ete., 
was londed upon aspecial train which 
left the station at 8.30 o'clock for 
Maneuver Camp No. 2, near Thorough- 
fare, Va. 

* The regiment reached its destina- 
tion about dusk and bivonacked far 
the night. The following day camp 
was made and thoroughly poled. The 
site was a level piece of ground near 
the railroad about the center of the 
vast territory covered by the 15,000 
troops of Camp Number 2. About H4 
miles to the East, North East, was 
Cawp Number 1, the camp of the 
‘*Blnes,’’ near Manassas. In the rear 
of tho ‘‘Brown's'' camp was the fam- 
ous '*Thorongh Fare Gap'' through 
which the Confederates unfortunately 
were led to the support of General 
Beauregard at the first battle of Bull 
Run. 

‘The first problem to be solved by 
the ‘‘Browns'’ was one of defence. 
Our regiment was attached to the third 
brigade of the ‘'Browns"’ under com- 
mang of General Fred Grant. We 
took The field at 2.80 a. m., Septem- 
ber 6, and throughout that day sup- 
ported General Bell's center. Through 
some unfortunate circumstance Com- 
pany I took the field without break- 
fast; Imt itcan be truthfally raid that 
the men of the company displayed 
their customary cheerfulness in the 
face of hardships second only to those 
of real war. 

‘The night of September 6 the reg- 
iment bivounacked under shelter tents, 
but was ordered ont shortly atfer mil- 
night. Company I, attached to the 
First battallion was on the firing line 
until the first problem was finishad 
with a victory for General Bell's 
‘*Brown's''.

Should we find such a one, as 
is most likely, in the English channel, 
we must remember that the honor and 
glory of our flag are above prize 
money."

The line of totality Hes 
wholly in the Pacific ocean. The only 
land over which the shadow will fall 
when the sun is at a suficient altitude 
for useful observation is contained in 
the Marshall islands, In latitude north 
8 degrees and 172 degrees east longi- 
tude. The duration of totality there 
will be three minutes eighteen seconds. | 
The duration of totality in longitude 
184 degrees 23 minutes west, latitude 8 
degrees .49 minutes south, will be six 
minutes twenty-four seconds. Fan-

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FIRST AMERICAN COINS. 


Copper Half Cents Were Issued From 
the Mint In 1793. 

The treasurer of the United States 
on May 6, 1903, redeemed two half 
cent pieces. This is the trst tine in 
the history of the country that any 
such coins bave been presented for 
redemption. It is more than a century 


| Since the first half cent piece was 


coined, and it is nearly fifty years since 
the government discontinued minting 
them. 

Possibly not one person in a thousand 


| now living in the Uy.tted States ever 


saw a half cent piece. | 

The last annual report of the director | 
of the mint, page £2, shows that 
7,895,222 of these coins, representing 
$39,476.11, were issued. For almost 
half a century each annus! report of 
the treasury deportment has included 
them among the “outstanding” obliga- 
tions of the government. 

The half cent piece was the coin ot| 
the smallest denomination ever made 
by this country. It enjoys the distine- | 
tion also of being the first coin Issued | 
and also the first whose denomination 
was discontinued. ‘lhe United States | 
mint was established in 1792, and cop- 
per half cents and cents were issued in 
1793. Half the total number of half 
cents issued were coined previous to | 
1810, after which year their coinage, 
with few exéeptions, was limited. 
None was coined for circulation from | 
1812 to 1823, vor from 1836 to 1848. | 
Finally, in 1857, their coinage, with | 
that of the big copper cent, was discon- | 
tinued. On account of their limited is- | 
| sue in the last years of their coinage | 
| they practically had disappeared from | 

the channels of trade. | 

The needs of adopting the half cent 
as the lowest value computing factor | 
for a coin were made In the carly days | 
of the republic. Colonial half cents and | 

British farthings of the same commer- | 

cial value were then in circulation and | 
many articles were priced and sold in 


half cents. With tho progresn of the 

natton values rose and the needs for a 

half cent disappeared, and their use 

following the first decade of the cen- 
tury was almost entirely contined to | 
multiples, | 
While all other discontinued types | 
and denominations of United States 
coin have found oblivion, the half cent 
is the only one of which the treasury 
reports do not record some portion of 
the Issue redeemed. This singular | 
and unexplained fact has been one of 
frequent comment and inquiry from 
mint and treasury officials. . | 
Large quantities of half cents are | 
| to be found In the stocks of coin deal- 
ers. The most common dates are sold 
at a good premiun and the extremely | 
rare. ones are worth their weight- In! 
gold. 

Ferran Zarbe of St. Louis was the 
man who sent the two half cent pieces 
to Washington for redemption. Ie! 
now prizes highly the little voucher 
calling for “one cent” which was sent 
to him with that amount of current 
coin in exchange for the two half cent 
pleces he bhad forwarded.—Gatewny 
Magazine.

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Talmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D, 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 11.—In this 
sermon the preacher considers some of 
the besetting sins of modern sóčiety 
and warns Christians against yielding 
to their allurements. The text is Isa- 
iuh xxi, 11, “Watchman, what of the 
night?” 

Have you an active imagination? If 
sọ, you do not need to go to Palestine, 
the land in which the ancient prophet 
wrote, for an illustration of the words 
of my text. There are watchmen 
everywhere—men who at night, while 
others sleep, are on guard protecting 
property and by their vigilance foll- 
ing the plans of thieves and conspira- 
tors who prow! around in the dark- 
ners. 

I was deeply impressed with this 
duty of the watchman by a spectacle 
I witnessed some years- ago in the 
British capital, It.was that of the an- 
cient ceremony, still observed, of 
mounting guard at the old Tower of 
London. This tower, as you may 
know. is not really a tower, but a col- 
lection of buildings covering an area 
of thirteen acres. They are surrounded 
by a strong and high wall in which 
there are four gntes, called respec- 
tively the Iron gate, the Water gate, 
the Traitors’ gate and ‘the Lion's gate. 
Within those walls some of the ancient 
kings held their courts and passed the 
nights in wild orgies and licentious 
dissipations. It was the place also 
where some of them defended them- 
selves behind the barred gates against 
domestic enemies, as well as foreign 
foes. Ilere also many of the insurrec- 
tionists were incarcerated and put to 
death. The executioii axes which to- 
day hang upon the museum walls were 
wetted with the blood of many victims. 
Upon the blood stained block, which is 
still kept as a grewsome reminder of 
the awful past, many bodies were de- 
capitato. The frightened eyes that 
looko? up at the rising sun for the last 
time from that block did not all belong 
to the masculine sex. There poor Lady 
Jane Grey died as well as the hand- 
some Earl of Leicester, and Lords Kil- 
marcock and Balmerino and Lovat., 

Lut I am digressing from my sub- 
ject. I would not bave you loiter lon- 
ger nmiong these historic stones mere 
ly to see a few crown jewels and rega- 
lia, which are guarded in the jewel 
house. I would not: have you linger 
longer among the breastplates and hel- 
mets end battleaxes and pikes and 
spears anl casting nets of chivalric 
times whicb are now on exhibition side 
by side witb the guns and bayonets 
end swords and cannon of the modern 
British soldiers, Rut I would basten 
you out Into the cpen square, where 
the shrill fifes are calling und the roll- 
Ing of the drums tells us the guards are 
forming tu take thelr places by and in 
these watchtowers, Just as the watch- 
men did aay back In the thme of Wil- 
lam the Conqueror and during the 
reigns of the Plantagenet kings. 

Soldiers on Guard. 

“Btand back, stand back!" cry the 
officinis to the sightseers. ‘You must 
keep off the parade ground and give 
the soldiers room.” A field officer in 
goll jace and clanking sword comes 
out of bis quarters und takes bis posi- 
tiou on the right of the ground. “Fall 
in, fall in!’ ery the corporals to their 
men. Tie different squads are quickly 
formed into oue line. The sergeants re- 
port to the adjutant; the adjutant re- 
ports tu the commandant of the Tower. 
The evening orders are now read. The 
banduuster lifts his signal. The musi- 
clans puss down in front of the line 
and wheel back to their places. Tattoo 
is sounded. The flag is lowered. The 
sunset gun's guttural volce Js beard. 
Then the soldiers inareh to thelr re 
spective posts, und through the night, 
as on every night for well nigh 800 
yenrs, on every tower and at all the 
gates a soldier is stationed as n milita- 
ry watchman to keep vigil until the 
day breaks. 

It is merely formal routine duty that 
the British sentinel on the Tower now 
hus to perform, but in former times 
there was need of all bis vigilance. 
From his watchtower he might see 
the approach of a foreign foe, or to 
some part of the great slumbering 
city spread out on all sides below him 
he might witness the outbreak of In- 
burrection, We can Imagine how anx- 
fous in those unquilet times might 
be the tone of the officer of the guard, 
who, visiting him, would usk, Watch- 
man, what of the night? That 
means: “How goea the ulght? What 
is the news? Tell me what you bave 
seen. What are the prospects ahead?" 

This is the symbol of the watchman. 
It is thus that the ancient prophet 
represents Limself as observing the 
signs of the tines. The people cry to 
him, “What huve you seen?" And be 
answers then not only by describing 
the spectactes he bps witnessed, but 
warning them of the judgment jm- 
pending over them, It Js so that every 
minister of the present day is com- 
missjoned, It is his duty to observe 
the babits and customs of his time 
and warn the sinner of the evil of hls 
Way. If the question is nsked bim. 
“What of the night? be must often 
give a Kad and painful report. When 
meu have left thelr dally tisks nnd giv- 
en free rein to thelr inclinations, what 
do they dot How do they spend the 
hours of darkness? How is It in our 
own city? 

As I sce the sun sink bebind the Loa 
Angeles hills J see ignited one by one 
the different lights of the many places 
of pernicious amusement. These dif- 
Terent guts, ns destroying flames, be- 
gin to beckon the young men and the 
young women into thelr fascinating 
haunts, I see the stage curtains lifted 
before manys nn alluring group of 
actresses und chorus girls, such as was 
Secu In the wealthy capital of Bamaria 
On the night when a disreputable dane- 
ing girl, Salome by, name, danced 
among the licentlous guests of her step- 
father, Herod, and by sinuous move- 
ments of Ilub and suggestive look of 
sin so captivated the drunken king that 
be promised her anything that she 
might ask of bim, even to the half of 


- bis kingdom, 
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Dance Cost Life of a Saint. 

John the Baptist Jost bis life on ac- 
count of that dance, But many a man, 
not, like John, jn prison, but in orches- 
tra chair, has lost his head, bath moral- 
ly and spiritually, as the result of an 
immoral ‘show on the theater boards. 
There may be good theaters. I know 
that some people whom I respect at-' 
tend the thenter. But I know there 
are also vile theaters. I also know | 
some of these vile theaters are attend- 
ed regularly by some so called good | 
people.. And I niso know that these 
vile shows are the haunts of spiritual 
and physical death. 

When I wrote this sermon there lay 
upon my study desk a powerful edi- 
torial upon “Stage Abomiuations.” It 
lately appeared In one of the greatest 
secular newspapers of the present day. 
This editorial was not written by n 
minister, but by a layman who per- 
haps never enters a chirch. It said: 
“It does not seem possible that the 
public will much longer tolerate the 
abominations that ure constantly be- 
ing inflicted upon it from-behind the 


footlights of the theaters of the pres- 


ent day. Surely the vulgarities and 
indecencies of actors and actresses of 
the present day who substitute filth 
and vile insinuations for wit and hu- 
mor are not so licensed that they can 
be allowed to go vn forever without re- 
buke. The nasty and offensive jokes, 
the immoral action and the language 
of the slums and the vile resort ure all 
too frequently forced upon the ear and ! 
seen in the streets an. public places 
of the town without Leins tinunted In 
our facca when we pay good money for 
a sent in the theater, If the sta:e has 
become so ihupoyverishel that 't must 
resort to dirtinesa and suzgsestivo vice 
to mnintain itself It were Leiter to 
abolish it cutirely ns an Institution," 
Then this editorial goes more into de- 
tal] to Cenounce the trend of the mod- 
ern theater which blasts. the lives of 
its audiences by what they sce ns well 
as hear.

ing people. were not so much to be 
dreaded os this torrent of moral filth 
which is descending almost every 
night on the audiences in the theaters 
of our great cities and js bringing them 
to spirituz] destruction, 
What the Watchman Sees, 

But as a watchman I must not ul- 
low my eyes to follow only one class 
of people. While the theater audi- 
ences are moving through the streets 
to witness these distorted and often 
impossible plays; through the open 
doors of the saloons I can see the 
stages on which are being enacted 
scores and hundreds and thousands of 
tragedies In real life. Each one of 
these tragedies is as pathetic us that 
of a Hamlet, an Othello, a Merchant 
of Venice. Bach one has more of pa- 
thos within it than could ever be found 
in the misery and woe of Dickens’ 
“Tale of Two Cities" or a Seton 
Thompson's “Autobiography of a Griz- 
zly Bear.” In these tragedies of repl 
life enacted upon the stage of the 
saloon we do not always find the 
young wen and worben led as lumbs to 
the slaughter. But we sometimes find 
them as wild tigers fighting for thelr 
lives when their fore feet have been 
Caught in the street traps, or ns stags 
at bay, for a little while holding off 
the hounds, yet, like, mad dogs at the 
sight of water, they become absolutely 
helpless at the sight and smell of run. 

Oh, the tragedies of the saloons! As 
a watchman on God's watchtower who 
can ever refrain {fm sympathizing 
with them and shedding tears of deep- 
est sorrow for then? “Oh, no," ex: 
claims some cynical man, “I have no 
sympathy for the drunkard. If a man 

ants to stop drinking he can stop. 
ue only reason why the drunkards do 

atop is because they do not want 
to stop.” Ah, my cynical friend, you 
are wrong. I have no sympathy for 
that egotistic and self inflated young 
man who to be smart loafs about n sa- 
loon and deliberately cultivates n taste 
for drink. But there nre thousands of 
men who do not want to drink. They 
do not know bow to stop drinking. 
They have never yet henrd of the 
grace of God which will save them if 
they would only let hjm save them. Aye, 
I go further than that. I believe there 
are thousands of drunkards tonight 
who would be willing to take an ax 
and with it cut off their right hands If 
they could only be freed from the curse 
of drink. They are fighting drink ev- 
ery day of thelr lives, but in their own 
strepgth they cannot stop. And so to- 
night as a watchman on God's tower I 
see thousands of the finest brained men 
and women golgg to destruction 
through the rapid% which head toward 
the awful Niagara of delirium tremens, 
I bear them shouting and cursing ond 
see them tumbling and fighting and re- 
sisting and yet ylelding and going 
down and down and down. Through 
the lights coming from the open doors 
of the saloons I see these victims hend- 
Ing toward eternal death 


“But, watchman," sowe one asks, 
“are these all the sights and sounds of 
death that you see and hear?” Alas, 
alas, no! For, wile one crowd is pass- 
ing through the balliways and ascend- 
ing the stair of tbe Immoral theaters, 
and another crowd is staggering slowly 
on with Mushed cheeks, hurrying to- 
ward the bar bebind which liquor is 
sold, which in fhe end will prove as 
fatal as the polsonous hemlock quaffed 
by a Greek philosopher, I see still an- 
other multitude of death seekers. 
These pass me not in rugs or with slow 
and leaden steps. They are dressed 
for: the ballrooms and the low dance 
balls, They moye in regular step, not 
with the tramp, tramp, frimp of many 
soldiers, but with the sliding and 
graceful step of the waltz, the two- 
step, the polka and dances which we 
should not and,will not mention. 

Ave All Dances Dadt 

“Are all dunces bad?" asks some 
young girl. “Is every one a dance of 
death? Are all our young people en- 
emies of Christ and bad who ever 
Visit dance halls?’ This iş a question 
whith is often honestly and ‘anxiously 
put to me by my young people, Well, 
my young friend, you have asked me 
a. blunt question, and 1 will exswer 


you In Just tie suue way, Firat, L will 
Bay,-and emphatically say, that I do 
not believe all young people who go, 
to our dance halls are Intentionally 
bad. I believe, yes, I know, nome of 
them go there without’ one impure 
thought. They go for the pleasure of 
meeting other young pene and of 
passing an evening I euch others 
company, In the next place I will em- 

phatically state that L pélieve one of 

the most pernicious, one of the most 

awful causes of spiritual death in our 

cities toduy Is the dance hall, And in 

support of my second statement I will 

say that in all the United States you 

cannot find one minister or layman 

noted for spiritual or evangelistic pow- 

er who is not an enemy of the dance 

hall, through and through, out and out, 

They all, without an esception, believe 

that the dance hall iş+the depleter of 

spiritual life; consequently they are, 

and always will be, out ‘and out, 

through and through, enemies of this 

destroycr, this insidioyg’ foe of spir- 

itual life. 

As I spoke in reference to regular 
theater goers, I now gspeuk in refer- 
ence to the regular dance hall devotee. 
You never saw in all your life a per- 
son who was conspicuous for her love 
for tle Cauce hall who was at the 
same time conspicuovs fox ler devo- 
tion to the service of Jesus, The twp 
loves də not eist iw't..c sawe heart, 
They are aitoseiker Ipcong uous. In| 
the sprin of 1004 I gt.enced one of 
the meetag: of the “y.uuse..ent com- 
mittee’ of tie Mellotdist gereral con- 
ference. In that committce were a) 
few who were trying to uphold the 
dance. One man, a leuding lay mem- 
ber, rose and said, “A promincnut pas- 
tov in the east told me that the very 
best nnd truest nud most consecrated 
members of 1:3 church weve those | 
why were uttencund of the theater 
and tke dance ball.” What was the 
reply to that speaker? An argument? 
A testimony? No. All the audience 
did, both in gallery and on main floor, 
was to raise u big guitaw of ridicule. 
Tho statement of that Iny member 
was absurd ou the face of it. Every 
one knew that what he sald was con- 
trary ty tke testimony of experience. 
You never in your Ufe saw dee) spir- 
itua] consecration for Christ and love 
for the dance kal exist together in the 
same human Leart. The modern dance 
is a foe to all spiritual development 
and a barrier to progress in the Chris- 
tian life. 

On the Downward Path, 

“Why Is it that the Catholic church, 
which is so liberal upon many matters, 
is so strict against dancing?” was the 
question put by a Protestant minister 
to na Catholic priest some time ago. 
“Because,” was the answer, “in the 
confessional we posts are “yble to 
trace the source of almost every sin. 
We have found out by the udmission of 
ruined r.cn und women that most of 
the immoralities of a grent city or a 
country town canbe traced directly 
to the dance ball," The dance ball Is 
the beginning, not the end,of the down- 
ward path, Some good people—aye, 
many good and respectable. people— 
dance. But it Is the place where many 
good people ure spiritually destroyed 
or spiritually depleted. It is the place 
where we have the spiritual “slaugh- 
ter of the Innocents.” Therefore to- 
night as a Christian: watchman it Is 
my duty to warn you of the danger of 
entering It. Some there nre who es- 
cape us by fire, but to all the ordeal 
is fierce and perilous. It Is the place 
in which the enemy of souls finds his 
most numerous victims and exercises 
his most Insidious pywer. You who 
pray, “Lead us not into temptation. 
but deliver us from evil,” beware of 
entering the dance ball. Beau Brum- 
mel was the uncrowned king of the 
English dance hall. He was the Ward 
McAllister of his day. But that is all 
the history most people know about 
Beau Brummel. ` I will tell you his 
end. Beau Brummel died in the insane 
asylum of Le Bon Sauveur. Many 
young men and women who once wore 
a royal crown In p dance hall have at 
last, like Benu Brummel, had to take 
off that crown and pass not only the 
end of thelr earthly but all of thelr 
eternal days in a spiritual Ie Bon 
Sauveur, In a spiritual madhouse. 

What of the Night? 

But standing in the watch tower to- 
night I see more than the gleaming 
lights of the evil resorts luring the 
victims to their fascinating but fatal 
haunts. I see dark shadows In the 
streets where no lights are. I see these 
dark shadows following the burglar 
and the “hold up” man and tke mur- 
derer with bis pistol and knife. I see 
the dark and tightly closed houses 
from which no ray of light Is coming. 
These houses look deserted, but they 
are not deserted. They nre outpoets of 
perdition, silent, but haunted with out- 
casts and gamblers and conspirators 
who are flagrautly breaking the laws 
of the lund. I see the low dives of a 
great city reeking. with human vermin. 
I see also where the counterfeiters are 
silently doing their work in the still- 
ness of the night. Night is a symbol 
of social calamity, sin and death, Sọ 
we find that most of the lowest out- 
casts of soclety try to conceal their 
evil actions in’ the darkness of the 
night. It is the time when the dev- 
otees of sin hold their bigh carnival. 
It is when the teath doalers are 
able to deliver their hurdest blows with 
the least chince of detection, But with 
God the night Is not viny tc emblem 
of calamity; it is also the harbinger of 
the day, for as Isaiah tretveled forth 
{nto the darkness as a divine prophet 
he “suw the gleam of the sunrise com- 
Ing over the eastern hills.” Yes, he 
saw the time when righteousness 
would claim its disciples as well as the 
time when the enemies of God should 
be hurried: uway to thelr eternal Incar- 
ceration, “What of the night, Isalah? 
What of the night?" cries the officer of 
the guard. Then the prophetic watch- 
man calls, “I see the morning cometh 
and also the night.” That means; “I 
seo the righteous triumph through God. 
I sce also the enemles of God scattered 
in complete defent.” “What of the 
bight? What of the night?’ You call 
to me. I answer: "The morniig cometh 
for the disciples of Jesus Christ. I see 
also the eternal night coming for those 
who will not, yield themselves to 
Christ's love,” . 

The night; the symbol of calamity? 
Oh, yes. But the night is also here 
the symbol of gospel triumph, for 
in the quiet of the night I see fathers 
and mothers and children , gather 
around the family altars for evening 
prayer, I see great audiences gatber 
in churches to\learn of Christ ond bie

love, { see Christign nurses and Bal 
vation Army girls going forth through 
the dark alleys nnd through the sti) 
atreeta on their niissions of mercy. I 
Bce ministers and Christian laymen 
kneeling beside the beds of the sick 
and the dying. I hear everywhere 
prayers and hymns arising fdr the 
Balvation of all mea and women and 
children, Everywhere arises the song 
of “Moses and tie Lamb” as well as 
the songs of deatu.oand eternal de- 
spair. Ob, my friciids, in the silence 
of this night, to which great army 
do you give your allegiance? Are. your 
lips speaking words of prayer, or are 
they uttering words of blasphemy? 
Speak you words picading for eternal 
salvation or indifferent and careless 
words, sinful words, which are griey- 
ing the Holy Spirit of God? Will-you 
not, with Christ's heip, take Isaiah's 
night as the harbinger of an eternal 
day? Shall not the night of calamity 
and of earthly struggle and earthly 
sin for all of us be followed by the 
heavenly sunrise ard the coming 
morning of perpetual Joy and peace? 

The Storm Past. 

‘That these words of my text can tru- 
ly be changed into the lightness of an 
eternal and peaceful day was never 
More impressed upon me than some 
years ago when I was going around 
the world. As I found the opening de- 
scription of this text not among Syrian 
hills, but among the “wilderness of 
rock” in the London metropolis, so I 
will find my closing scene not in Jeru- 
salem, but upon the troubled waters of 
an angry Pacific. For'cays and weeks 
we had been treacin: the quiet paths 
of the “trackless deep.” The ocean 
had heretofore Leca very kiud to us. 
At was truly pacifie Ia every way that 
its name siguitied, Eut thea, Ike some 
of ovr old friends, it changed. Its 
heart of kindness became a heart of 
hate, It seemed to have not the pur- 
pose to le loving, but only the desire 
to destroy. Day in and day out we 
battled with the tempest. “The worst 
storm I ever knew,” said the captain. 
“Many good ships have been found- 
ered Jn less storms than this” The 
surface of the sea was n raging mob 
wind,” shricklug 
through our rigging, was like a chorus 
of lost souls yelling out in rage. 

After three days of storm I went to 
my bert and tried to sleep. Hour 
after hour we were wedged in our 
berths, unable to sleep. At last in the 
darkness I arose to dress and go upon 
deck. No sooner did I step upon the 
floor than the heaving ship hurled me 
across the stateroom, out through the 
door and clear acroas the deck. I piek- 
ed myself up, bruised and stunned; 
then I looked avout me. What was 
my surprise to find the storm over and 
tho stus out. A sailor turned to me 
and sald; “Mate, it will soon te clear, 
We shall soon have a calm sea. The 
atorm {3 past. See yonder star by the 
edge of the horizon. That is the morn- 
Ing star. The sun will soon be up.” 
Yes, as I stood there holding-to the 
ship's ropes I knew the sea was grow- 
ing calm. Soon quietly and peacefully 
the sun arose. The angry waves stop- 
ped their batterings; the winds ceased 
to laugh and yell. That afternoon we 
sailed Into the barbor. The morning 
had come for the end of the tempest. 
So ut last for all those who love Christ 
the night Is not the emblem of calam- 
ity, but of the morning. The morning 
with its heavenly day breaketh—the 
morning, with its emblem of eternal 
peace. Will you not tonight, with 
Christ's help, take the night us the 
emblem of the day?

‘Under the administration of Gro- 
ver Cleveland and William McKinley 
the race problem had been left to the 
people of the reveral States for settle- 
ment, but President Roosevelt inanga- 
rated a new policy peculiar to him- 
self. This policy consists among oth- 
er things, in depriving the white pen- 
ple of certain communities of the 
South of their postal facilities for the 
fartherance of a peculiar negro policy. 
It involves the selection of negroes to 
high and important Federal offices ov- 
er the protests of the white citizens of 
the communities interested and of 
their representatives in Congress. It 
involves the selection of a negro as 
collector of customs for a great com- 
mercial city of the South, as well as 
the selection of another negro as the 
President's confidential 
making appointments to office and in 
determining all matters of public pol- 
icy affecting the welfare of one of the 
greatest States of the South, and 
against such a policy, though peculiar 
to President Roosevelt and indorsed by 
the Republicans of this district, we 
solemnly protest.

stamps. > Rarely has anything so 
worked ap the indignation of the pub- 
lic as this affair., The ladies enlisted 
the help of their-husbands and all of 
Wednesday morning Mr. Miller, was 
busy answering questions and trying 
to pacify irate hasbands. 

The merchants also took a hand and 
declined to pay for the stamps now 
out. No written contract was made 
but the ten merchants testify toa 
atrong verbal contract with no time 
limit. a 

Many Shousand, stamps are in the 
rural communities as well as those in 
town for which the company has re- 
ceived their $3.50 per thousand and 
which have not been redeemed. This 
shows up on the books of the company 
as pore gain while it shows up in the 
pocket of the public as pure loss.

The “‘Darky’’ Befo’ The Wa’, And The 
“Darky” of To-day. 


Life like ske ches written for the AD- 
VERTISER. 


Notwithstanding the long strides in 
the intellectual improvement of the 
colored people since the emancipation 
proclamation set them upon the na- 
tional and political level of the whites, 
they are.in many respects, just what 
they were when the stigma of slavery 
rested upon them 

Many of them retain all of their 
olden superstitions, and still believe 
in spells. and charms, and ‘‘cunjera- 
tion.’’ In their religious meetings 
many of them still give way to the 
wild excitement characteristic of their 
old-time devotions, working them- 
selves up into a perfect frenzy, sway- 
ing their bodies to and froin a sort of 
weird, but rhythmic accompaniment 
to their singing, which singing pos- 
gesses a sonorous riéhness and plain- 
tive, melody peculiarly its own. f 
repeat, this weird, mental excitement 
with its peculiar bodily sympathy 
which characterizes their religious 
devotions seems inherent in the race. 

A few years ago we had occasion to 
call iu a colored woman to help in 
some extra work, who, having a baby, 
found it necessary to bring au older 
child to ‘‘nuss’’ the picka-ninny. 

Hefring this dusky five-year-old 
singing to the pickaninny, and being 
charmed with the melody and weird 
medley of strange, pathetic. words, 
asked her to teach it tome, which 
she at once proceeded to do with the 
greatest gravity and exactness swaying 
her little body, to and fro, with an 
occasional squat toward the floor that 
was irresistibly comical: 

But she would have mo nonsense 
out of me; and any deviation in the 
tune, or miscalling of words was im- 
mediately halted by emphatic shakings 
of the head; and when I kept melody 
and words straight, she would lift her 
little dusky hand in a gesture of ap- 
proval that a Handel or Mendelsohn 
could not have excelled in graceful- 
ness, or graciousness. She was an 
exacting teacher; and when she ‘'let 
up’ on me I knew both melody and 
words to perfection. I often watched 
the little thing ringing, and swaying, 
and squatting in perfect time with the 
melody. Surely these peculiarities 
were born in that dusky little being, 
though her mother did apostrophize 
her as a ‘‘mean litte nigga!”

|day I found, flat on the porch floor, a

details of a long and mysterious sick-

the result of ‘‘spells'’ put upon her by 
another ‘‘devil’’ of a nigga.’’ Her 
acconnt of the finding of divers un- 
canny things)‘‘little devils *’she call- 
ed them (down the well was graphic 
in the extreme, and her desire for ven- 
geance was dire, and her will more 
| than good to’ ‘‘cunjer’’ that ‘‘devil 
of a nigga’’ in return. ' 

My paternal grandfather was a large 
slave-owner, who, however, willed 
his dackies to his children with the 

| stipulation that they shonld be freed 
iat the age of twenty-eight years so, 
| by the time I put inan appearance on 
i this mundane sphere, there were not 
| many slaves in my father’s possession. 
But I well remember some of them, 
and marvelous were the tales we small- 
er children heard, second, and third 
hand, of ‘‘ole’massa and ole missie" 
and the tales of ‘‘gostes’’ and ‘‘cunjer 
'charms,’’ andjwitches and black cats,’’ 
į nightly told to the older children made 
them afraid to poke their noses ont of 
doors after dark. 

I also remember something of the 
camp-meetings held in the woods near 
my father's by the white folks; when 
the darkies would come for miles and 
miles in ‘‘kivered wagons’’ and '‘ wain 
kyarts'’ and all sorts of queer vehicles 
and group said ‘‘waguns’’ and 
kyarts’’ around back of the white 
folks teyts. And the *‘ hosses’' and ox- 
es and mnles that were brought, beg- 
ging my father that they might be put 
in the ‘‘paster’’. Oh! they were 
divers and diverse! And the bowing 
and scraping owners were so full of 
deligttted ‘‘reknmlections’’ of ‘‘ole 
Marse Valentine and ‘ole Missie Hon- 
ner.’ And they were so glad to see 
Marse Lit,' and Marse Lit's children. 
So the 'paster’’ was full of grazing 
animals and ‘‘Marse Lit’s'’ apuls'’ 
and ‘'watamilyuns’' were sampled 
with all-n darky’s—-enjoyment-of-such 
things with many a‘‘tank yo Marse 
Lit!'' And white folks ‘‘tenting on 
the old camp ground”’ slept not at all 
Saturday night because of the singing 
and shouting of the darkies inthe rear 
of the preacher's stand. 

That was, oh! long ago, ‘‘befo’ 
the wa!'' Now, the colored folks have 
camp-meetings of their very own, 
ono held in sight of my window, a 
short time ago, called up these‘! rek- 
umlectians'’ of the past, and thoughts 
of the present, as I listened to the 
singing mellowed by distance, and saw 
winding along the roads, white-cover- 
ed wagons that reminded me of the 
“kivered wagaons'’ and ‘‘kyarts'’ of 
yore. 

Their singing had all the richness 
and weird pathetic melody of that of 
the plantation quarters. and here was 
much of the wild excitement accom- 
panied by the olden time swaying and 
stamping. Trne some of the ‘City 
koons,'' as the ‘‘cunjered’’ one scorn- 
fully called them, had much of digni- 
ty; and the preacher and his wife are 
cultured and refined, yet, there is very 
much of the negro, still. Socially 
they seem divided into two classes 
now. as of yore. 

In the olden times the house ser- 
vants held themselves disdainfully 
above the ‘‘no count quarters’ nig- 
gers," and the quarters’ '‘niggera’' 
scornfully resented the airs of the 
* house niggers.’ 

To-day the ‘City darkies"’ air their 
airs with a royal air when they shed 
the light of their countenance upon 
the scenes of their youth; , tayehey 
walk with their heads very high in 
the air and see not their humbler 
brothers and sisters, the low ‘‘no 
count'’ ‘‘ornary niggers’ that loaf 
around poky country towns, and the 
poky country town ‘‘niggers’’ shoot 
out their lips in @aperb scorn when 
talking of the ‘'City koons.'' Verily 
there is lots of human nature in the 
negro be he ''City koon,'’ or only 
‘‘ornary nigger'’ of some poky country 
town, 

Thero is one strange thing, let me 
add, about the negro, to wit, oftimes 
in sport, oftentimes in anger, they 
will call each other flat out ‘‘nigger."’ 
But every mothr’s pickaninny of them 
will take the same word as a mortal 
arffront from a white person. Long 
‘befo the wa' they resented that 
name, when applied to them by a white 
person, 

Mother used to quote an old aunty 
who bitterly resented the appellation, 
(which was given her by an ‘‘ornary, 
po-white-trash-chile) with a great deal 
of outraged dignity; declaring ‘' we is 
not niggas, we is cullud pussons !'' 
And »o mote they be!

sen, or rather to the great bay which 
gives entrance to it from the Dela- 
ware river. It was a clear, cold day in 
the eurly part of December, and the 
American Continental ship Ranger had 
Just left her moorings off Philadelphia, 
with orders to proceed to knglish wa- 
ters, stopping at Brest to receive the 
orders of the commissioners in Paris, 
and then, In case no better ship could 
be found, to ravage the English chan- 
nel and coast as a warning that like 
processes on the part of England on 
our own shores shoud not go unpun- 
ished. 

John Paul Jones, who had alrendy 
given evidence, uot only of that desper- 
ate courage and unyielding tenacity 
which bad marked him as-among the 
most notable of sen otlicers the world 
has seen—lacking nothing but oppor- 
tunity to have equaled, if not sur- 
passed, a Nelson—but ‘of consummate 
seamanship and great executive ability 
us well, had been appointed to com- 
wand the ship. Before proceeding on 
the mission, however, an important un- 
dertuking had been allotted to him. 
The commissioners had sent word 
from France, by n fast sailing armed 
packet, of the near departure of a 
transport from England called the Mel- 
lish, laden with 2,000 muskets, twenty 
fieldpieces, powder and other muni- 
tions of war nnd 10,000 sults of winter 
clothes destined for the army that was 
assembling at Halifax and Quebec for 
the Invasion of the colonies by way of 
the St. Lawrence river and Lake 
Champlain, 

Congress lad transmitted the letter 
from France to Captain Jones with di- 
rections that he endeavor to Intercept 
and capture this transport. The desti- 
tution of the American army at this 
period of the war was frightful, De- 
voll of clothes, arms, provisions, 
powder—every thing, In fact, which Is 
apparently vital to the existence of an 
| army: continually beaten, menaced by 
la conthlent, well equipped nnd disci- 
| plined enemy iy overwhelming force, 
ahd before whom they had been habit- 
tually retreating, they were only held 
together by the Indomitable will and 
herole resolution of one man, George 
Washington, The fortunes of the 
colonics were never at a lower ebb 
| than at shat moment, and there was 
apparently nothing further to look for- 
ward to but a continuation of the dis- 
Integrution until the end came, The 
meager resources of the lax confeder- 
acy were ulrendy strained to the ut- 
most, und the capture of a ship laden 
as this one was reported to be would 
be of incalculable service. Clothes and 
shoes to cover the uukedness of the 
soldiery and protect them from the In- 
clemency of the winter, nOw fast ap- 
proaching, aud arms to put in thelr 
hands, by means of which they could 
assume the offensive and attack the 
enemy, or at least defend themselves 
—what more could they desire! 

The desperate nature of the situa- 
tion, the dire need of Just such addi- 
tións to the equipment of the army; 
had been plainly communicated to Cap- 
taln Jones, nnd he was redolved to ef- 
fect the capture if it were humanly 
possible, The matter had also been 
reported to General Washington, and 
such was his opinion of the. necessity 
of n prompt distribution and a speedy 
forwarding of the supplies, If they 
could be secured hy) the blessing of 
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Author of “The Grip of Honor,” “The Southerners,” 
» “Sir Henry Morgan. Buccaneer,” 
Doctor of Philosophy,” Ete. 
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Provicence, and so little was h's faith 
fa the Inefleient commissarint. which, 
moreover, had to endeavor to keen the 
Lalenee between diferent colonies and 
ciffcrent bodies of troons, more or less 
loosely coherert. that he had detailed 
one of his own staf officers to accom- 
pany the ship. with rte instrue- 
tions ss to the exact distribution and 
tho prompt forwarding which the 
necds of the troops rendered neces- 
gary when the captured ship should 
reach port, which would probably be 
Boston, though circumstances might 
renler It advisable to take the longer 
Journey to Philadelphia. The officer 
to whom this duty had been allotted 
was Talbot, of whose enpacity and en- 
ergy General Wasbington already 
thougbt highly, the three weeks of 
thelr military assuciation only confirm- 
ing his previous opinion. It was un- 
derstood that Seymour, who was Jones’ 
first Neutenunt and would shortly be | 
promoted to a captaincy, would bring 
back the transport if they were lucky 
enough to capture it. In case they 
were unsuccessful Talbot was i» re- 
port Liaself to the commissioners at 
Paria as military secretary until fur- 
ther orders, and Seymour was to com- 
mand the Ranger when Jones should 
get a better ship In France. 

The Ranger was a small sloop of 
war, a corvet of perhaps, 500 tons, 
with a raised poop and a topgallant 
forecastle, built at Portsmouth, N. H.; 
a new ship and one of the firat of 
those built especially for naval pur- 
noses. She was originally intended 
for twenty-six guns, but the number, 
through the wisdom of her captain, 
who had fathomed the qualifications 
of the ship, had been reduced to eight- 
een, four long twelves nnd the rest six 
pounders and smaller, with one long 
eighteen forward. She had been some 
days in commission, nnd the effect of 
‘Jones’ iron discipline was already ap- 
parent in the absence of confusion 
and In the cleanness and order of the 
ship. The vessel had been very popu- 
lar with the good people of Philadel- 
phia, her commander and officers like- 
wise, many of the latter, like Sey- 
mour, being natives of the town, and 
a constant stream of visitors hnd in- 
spected her at all permitted hours. 
The presence of these visitors, of 
course, including many. ladies, coupled 
with an inherent vanity and love of 
finery and neatness on the part of the 
captain—and, to do him justice, his ap- 
preclation of the necessity for order 
and neatness—had caused him to 
maintain his ship in the handsomest 
possible trim, and he had not scrupled 
to employ his private fortune to benu- 
tify the vessel in many small ways, 
the details of which would bave es- 
caped any eye but that of n seaman, 
though the general results were Ap- 
parent. 

That general appearance which 
should always distinguish a trim and 
well ordered vessel of war from the

clumsy and disorderly trader was duc | 


entirely to his efforts. The crew, 


as we have seen, had chafed under the | 


unusual restraints of this stern disci- 
pline, but they were unnble, as, in- 
deed in the last resort they 
have been unwilling, to oppose it. 
Some of the older men, too, and some 
of those who had sailed with Jones 
in his already famous cruises, held out 
the hope of large prize money, and, 
what was better with many of them, 
the chance of a blow at the enemy, if 
any of her crulsers of anything Ike 
equal force appeared—a chance sure to 
come about In the frequented waters 
of the English channel. 

The crew of an American man-of- 
war at that period, at least the native 
portion of it, always in overwhelming 
majority, was of much higher class 
than the general run of seafaring men. 
Among those in the Ranger were sev- 
eral who had been mates of merchant- 
men—Bentley again among the num- 
ber—nien of some education and able 
to serve their country as officers with 
credit, had the navy been increased as 
it should lave been, and whose subor- 
dinate positions only indicated their 
intense patriotism. The low and de- 
graded element which sometimes is 
such a source of mischief and disaster 
fn ships’ crews was conspicuous by its 
absence, The reputation of Captain 
Jones as a disciplinarian was very well 
known among sallors generally, and 
only his reputation as a fighter and a 
successful prize taker would have en- 
abled him to assemble the remarkable 
crew to which he had spoken and 
which was to back him up so gallantly 
in many desperate undertakings and 
wonderful sea fights of this and his 
succeeding phenomenal crulse. 

Seymour had rapidly recovered from 
his wounds under Madam Talbot's 
careful nursing and ministrations, and 
when his orders renched him he had 
been ready, accompanied by Philip 
Wilton and Bentley, to join bis ship 
at once, 

He still carried the blood stained 
handkerchief, and many and many n 
time had laid It, with {ts initials, “K. 
W.” embroidered by her own hand, 
upon hbis lips.

This note had been brought to him, 
the day before his departure from 
Fairview Hull, by one of the slaves 
from the Wilton place, who had in 
turn recelyed it*from a stranger who 
had handed it to him with the orders 
that it be given to Lieutenant Sey- 
mour if be were within the nelghbor- 
hood; if not, it was to be destroyed. 
Thero was no address on the outside 
of the letter, which, indeed, wis only 
a soiled and torn bit of paper, and un- 
sealed. Seymour had hitherto com- 
municated this news to no one, and 
was hesitating whether or no to tell 
Talbot, who had that day Joined the 
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T. 24, 194. 


ship. 

Seymour found Talbot and the cap- 
tain together, when, after giving his | 
name to the negro boy, Joe, who walt- 
ed in attendance, for Captain Jones 
was one of the most punctilious of 
men, he was ushered into the cap- 
tain’s cabin.’ 

“Come in, Seymour,” sald the cap- 
taln genially, laying aside the formal 
address of the quarter deck. “Joe, a 
glass of wine for Mr. Seymour, Has 
the watch been set?” 

“Yes, sir, and Lieutenant Walling- 
ford has the deck.”

Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 18—In the 
nature and habits of the birds the 
preacher finds a simile of the entrance 
into the church of a large accession 
of converts. The text is Isainh Ix, 8, 
“Who are these that fly as a cloud and 
as the doves to their windows?” 

An axiom is a self evident fact. “It 
is,” the lexicographers say, “a proposi- 
tion whose truth is so obvious at first 
sight that no process of reasoning or 
demonstration can make it plainer.” 
It is a golden truism coined in the 
“mint bouse of maxims” with the rais- 
ed features of the Goddess of Truth 
stamped upon its side, even as the 
English shilling bears the profile of 
King Edward, an American silver dol- 
lar the outstretched wings of an engle, 
as the Roman penny once bore the su- 
perscription and image of Cresar and 
a Grecian coin the features of Alexan- 
der the Great. It is an aphorism, an 
apothegm. It is as Hippocrates once 
sald, “A succinct saying comprehend- 
ing a complete statement.” It Is one 
of the many terse sentences of Benja- 
min Franklin which are found in Poor 
Richard's Almanac. No sooner do we 
read it than we say, “That is true.” 
From the moment of reading no 
amount of illustration or argument can 
change us from our original conclu- 
sion. It is a strong armed charioteer, 
swiftly guiding before our eyes the 
“chariot of conviction.” It is truth in 
n nutshell. It is a universe of analyses 
condensed in an epigram. 

The truth of an axiom can be put to 
a practical test, Sometimes, however, 
men do not take the trouble to test it, 
but give credence to statements ap- 
parently contradicting it, instead of 
applying the test of experience. Some 
years ago the French savants were 
asked to explain how it was that a 
pail of water containing a dead fish 
weighed more than one of the same 
size containing a live fish. Disserta- 
tion after dissertation was written 
upon the subject. At last one com- 
mon sensed scientist, whose brain had 
hot been educated to the verge of im- 
becility, saw that the question was a 
misleading one. “A dead fish and a 
living fish ought to weigh the same,” 
said he. ‘This truth is axiomatic,” 
He put a live fish into a pail of water 
and we'ghed it. He killed the tish ane 
put the dead body back Into the same 
water and weighed it arain. The 
water containing the dead fish and 
that containing the live fish of course 
weighed the same. <All the Ingenuity 
expended in writing the d’ssertations 
had been wasted. The writers bad 
been trying to find reasons for a phe- 
nomenon that did not exist, 

Charch'’s Power Not Waning. 

Hundreds of men are simply doing 
the same thing in trying to tind the 
reasons for the phenomenon stated by 
shallow observers, that the church of 
Jesus Christ is losing its power over 
men. Long lists of reasons for this 
waning intuence nre cited. whereas 
the writers have ony to open their 
eyes to discover that th» chureb of 
Jesus Christ is not lo:jing its power 
over men.

1 have not 
time to go into argument to prove this 
assertion. I would not today do so 
if I had the time. Why? Because ft 
is a self evident fact that the church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is the most 
Vital and essential intluence in the 
world today. It Is a self evident state-

A Flight of Doves. 

The selection of the figure of a flight 
of doves is significant. It is, above |’ 
other things, a suggestion of immense 
multitudes, But few people realize the 
marvelous numbers ard propagating 
powers of the doves of o.den times. 
Biberg, the ornithologist, estimated 
that if a common palir of domesticated 
pigeons hatched nine times a year— 
which number of hatchings Is not ex- 
traordinary for an avernge pair of 
these birds—and if these pigeons laid 
two eggs at one time, and all the 
fledgelings which were hatched should 
live and hatch in turn, that single pair 
of pigeous would produce In four years 
nearly fifteen thousand descendants, 
The fecundity of the dove is ubout as 
great as the reproductive powirs of the | 
English sparrow or the Australian: 
rabbit. The most gra: h'e description 
ever written of the innur. erable multi- 
tudes of the doves was penned by 
Alexander Wilson, the naturalist, 
Statements made by this Scottish- 
American traveler were indorsed by 
John Audubon, Among tke ornitho- 
logical authorities there enn Le no bet- 
ter indorsement than tis: “Mr. Wil- 
son wrote that down in Kentucky, in 
a place which migrating doves used to 
visit annually, their multiiuces were 
so great that they lUteraily destroyed 
whole forest re,ions. In this tract 
about which he wrote the branches 
of every tree were filled with dove 
nests wherever a rest coud be built. 
In many trees over one hundred nests 
had been constructed, Above the trees 
the multitudes of the p'geous’ wings 
were so grent that their flapping wings 
sounded like the boomings of u torna- 
do. So great was the noise of thelr 
flapping wings that the horses of the 
farmers in that region ofieu became 
unmanageable and covld not be 
driven. Near Frankfort. Ivy., Alexan- 
der Wilson saw a flock of migrating 
doves. The naturalist estimated that 
this sing!e flock was two hundred and 
forty miles Ion; and bad an enrollment 
of at least 2,250,000 ).272 birds.” 

Isnlab deseriting the consecrated 
worshipers flocking to the millennial 
church could not have chosen a more 
expressive figure. ‘These that fly as 
a cloud and as doves to thelr win- 
dows... The readers of his time-would 
realize by It what countless throngs of 
men he saw In prophetic vision hasten- 
ing iuto the kingdom of God. Migrat- 
ing doves of old were s9 many In uum- 
bers that Alexander Wilson said thelr 
moving wings often forined a curtain 
able to shut out the light of the sun 
and changed midnoon Into the twilight 
of evening. The church of God is now 
grent in membership, but, church mem 
bers, do you not look forward in holy 
ecstasy to the time when the thou- 
sands who are worshiping Christ now 
shall be change! into the millions?) Do 
you not long for the millennial day 
when Christ's disciples shall flock 
through the church's doors in Innumer- 
able multitudes “ns the doves fly to 
their windows?" 

Men of Living Faith. 

The figure Is expressive not ouly of 
numbers, but of spiritual qualities. 
The church of the future is not to bave 
a padded roll. It is not to be composed 
of a lot of members who, as the five 
foolish virgins of Christ's parable, 
lounged around aud slept and bad no 
oll for their spiritual lamps. It is not 
to be composed of men and women 
who occupy thelr church pews only on 
Sunday and then when the benedic- 


multituces, bas never been called a 
common bird. The dove ilways has 
been and alwys will Le the symbol 
of purity, gentleness snd love. This 
symbol wits recognized In heathen 
times. Pecnuse tLe dove signified pu- 
rity Venus had this bird as her em- 
blem. Denn Stanley In relating bis 
oriental travels writes thus about the 
rulns of Ascnlon; “The temple erected 
to the Syrian Venus Is destroyed, but 
the snered doves—sacred by Innumer- 
able lezends of the spot and celebrated 
there even is late ds Euseblus--still 
fill wih tic. cooings the luxuriant 
gardens wl.ch grow in the gandy hal- 
lows within the ruined walls.” 
Nurtured by a Dove. 

In the beautiful mnytho.ogical legend 
Semiramis, the queen, was said in ber 
youth to have been nurtured by a dove 
and at death to have been changed 
into a dove. We find, howéver, in 
Christian nomenciature the dove is 
also the symbol of purity and gentle- 
ness nnd divine love. In the Bible the 
dove has the most hallowed of asso- 
ciations. It was as a dove that the 
Holy Spirit appearel at the baptism 
of Jesus. It was two doves that the 
Blessed Virgin presented at the temple 
as an oblation for her purification aft- 
er the Civine birth, What says the 
psalmist in reference to tle man’s re- 
demption from sin and Lis cleansing 
throwgh the blood of Jesus Christ? 
“Though ye live ain among the pots, | 
yet shall ye be as toe win s of a dove 
covered w.th si.ver und tLe feathers 
with yellow go.d." Oh, my friends, 
in the beautiful vision of tke doves, 
the poor, the gentle, the loving. tha | 
innocent doves, fluttering to the'r win- 
dows, cannot you sce the sym soi of a 
future glorified and congecrztcd ns- 
femblage crowding abort the sae 
altars of Jesus Christ? 

This migration of the redeemed and | 
spotless multitudes of human beings ; 
to Christ's churches sunal not only 
come with the purity of the dove, but 
also with the swift velocity of the 
dove. It will not con.e with the lead- 
en feet of a man who, Lavine been 
born In n Christian home, takes ten, 
fificen, twenty. perhaps thirty years, 
to make up kis mind ‘to be n Caristian, 
It will not come with the slow proc- 
esses some churches have, whereby 
their sessions oryvestries or bourds of 
deacons place the applicant for church 
membership on probation, But these 
new accessious to tke churches of 
Jesus Christ will come to the front 
rank of Christian service and worship 
us quickly as the name of a Saul was 
changed into a Paul. The new meni- 
bers whom Isaiah saw in vision fed to 
Christ's altar as quickly as the doves 
fly to their windows, 

Not only Is the doves wing power- 
fully burtled for quick flight. bet that 
flight can be kept up for almost incred- 
ible distances. We find these wonder- 
ful flights recorded by the different 
columbine societies In different parts 
of the world. In 18C5 thirty pigeons, 
which are only the domesticated names 
of the wild doves, were thrown Into 
the nir at Liverpool and started for 
Ghent. The distance between these 
two places on n straight line Is over 
300 miles. The first bird which arrived 
home made that distance In twelve 
hours and twenty minutes. If this 
homing pigeon flew In a direct line he 
traveled at an avernge spee.) of twen- 
ty-five miles per hovur for twelve long 
hours. Once n pigeon was let loose in 
London and traveled to Antwerp, 180 
miles distant, in five Lours. Ile made 
an average of about thirty-six miles 
per hour. In 1844 the dove's speed was 
tested, when seventy birds flew from 
8t. Sebastian, Spain, to Venice. On a 
straight line they traveled n distance 
of over COO miies. Homing plgeons 
have flown from Arizona to New York. 
The enduring swiftness of the dove is 
such that it can overfly mountains and 
even defy seas. 

Come to Christ Now. 

The swiftness of the dove's flight Is 
one of the greatest Inspirations to me 
of all of Isaluh’s vision. Why the 
swiftness? Becnuse I know that we 
can come to Christ now. Oh, my broth- 
er, it takes n swift wing for you In an 
instant of time to cross over nil that 


Take good heed, therefore, unto your- 
selves that ye love the Lord your God.” 
St, Mark's of Venice. 

The symbol of the dove which Isaiah 
uses tu describe the church could not 
be better illustrated than by the spec- 
tacle in. the grent square of Venice, 
which is flanked on the one side by the 
famous Cathedral of St. Mark. With 
but few exceptice.s I have seen all the 
great cathedrals of the world. I have 
seen some as white as that of St. Pe- 
ters, whose walls, even thoygh they 
may be hundreds of yeurs old, seem to 
be as white as the whitest of alnbas- 
ter. I have seen some dark as an Afri- 
can's skin, others red ns an Indian's. 
I have seen some cathedrals which im- 
pressed me by their gigantic size. The 
higher I climbed on the roof of Mil- 
fan's greatest structure the more my 
awe and bewilderment. I have seen 
some that were perfect poems in stone. 
But, take it all in all, though it cost 
not nearly as mucli as some others, the 
most impressive cathedral I ever saw 

was St. Mark's of Venice. 

Like unto natural scenery, St. Mark's 
is the Yellowstone park, not the Yo- 
semite or the Gothard pass, among the 
cathedrals. It impressed me not with 
its size so much as its exquisite color- 
ings, its roof, its walls, its arcades 
all blended as the colors of a rainbow 
frozen in stone. The tops of its lofty 
columns were not hideous with grimy 
gargoyles, They were chiseled into 
flower gardens, which grew at your 
feet or with thelr leaves hung down 
from above. These different flower 
gardens were so perfectly chiseled that 
it seemed os If the winds, sweeping up 
from the Venetian canals were gently 
swayini them as the rosebushes bend- 
ed uncer the touch of a summer bree*e 
in your father's garden. 

Over the front doorway were the 
four massive bronze horses which Na- 
poleon carried away to Paris after his 
conquest In Italy, but which the over- 
throw of the Bonaparte dynasty re- 
stored to their places. With are ed 
neck and sinewy limb like creatures of 
life they seemed just ready fər n bat- 
tlefield charge or a run over the hills 
after the hounds or n gentle caress by 
mistress or chivalric knight. There, 
within those walls, the chancel and nn- 
ditorium bleud in such perfect har- 
mony that when I stood Lefore the nl- 
tar’s picture of the dylng Christ 1 felt 
for the first time In a European cathe 
dral that I was In the presence of Gol 
nnd in the place of prayer. 

God's Feathered Loved Ones. 

But, though I saw many plhices in 
the Venice cathedral that entrinced 
me, after all, my greatest lesson lern- 
ed there was outside the cathedral 
walls, qud not within. I learned that 
lesson there not from che cold stones 
of a building, but from the warm 
hearts of living doves. There, from 
behind the towers and from within the 
recesses down from the roof and te 
four great bronze horses, from pilars 
and vestibules, the doves gather nround 
you by the hundreds. They came os 
fearlessly to my side as my little chil- 
dren might come. They perched on my 
shoulder, on my hat. They fluttered 
over my head. They crowded by the 
hundreds nt my feet to ent of the food 
I had ready for them As they tutter- 
ed about me I said to myself, “Would 
that God's sinful children might bere 
guther about these church doors ns 1 
see my God's little feitbered loved 
ones." When I spoke these words in- 

voluntarily I started. T ssid to myself, 

“Why will not Gols sinful chiltven 

thus come to God's sanctuaries?" Did 

not Isalah in vision see them coming? 

Shall they not come? Will they not 

come now If the Christian chureh mem- 

bers feed them with the “bread of 
life.” as I am feeding these birds with 
little crumbs? Yes, they will. They 
will, if we Christian church members 
only live right and offer to the outside 

suffering world the right kind of dl- 

vine sustenance. Will not you nnd I, O 

church members, by our examples and 

welcome and gospel food, wake Isal- 
ah's vision n possibility now? Will not 
you and I, as followers of Christ, beck- 
on the sinners to him, and they will 
come ns doves come to thelr windows.
